Confusion on Control May Be Defeated 
If Factions Will Accept Members’ Will 


The parent body of the S.P.C.A., with headquarters in 
Vancouver, has taken over complete control of the Victoria 
society pending a general meeting to be called within 10 
days to decide who is to run the organization, it was learned 
today. 

The action of tha parent body 
is the result of a split in the ranks 
of the membership of the Victoria 
body, following the resignation 
on March 7 of Stewart Evans as 
president. Since then confusion 
has prevailed 

Evans and his group feel that 
in view of the rapid growth of the 
organization and the possibility of 
being asked to take over the city 
the society should be op 
erated on efficient, business lines 
rather than like a private club. 

One of the major differences

has to do with the question of 
voluntary help at the S.P.C.A, 
animal shelter. In the past.some 
members have been in the habit 
of going to the shelter whether 
or not they were wanted there 
by S.P.C.A. inspector Ben Maggs 
and his wife.

Economical Ways of Cooking Fish 


Fish, a traditional food in New- 
foundland, and Labrador, also is 
about the cheapest dish available 
in the Atlantic province, 

The jubilee guilds of New 
foundland and Labrador’ have 
been keeping their 3,000 women 
members informed about new 
ways to cook fish in fresh, 
canned, pickled or dried form. 

The 16-year-old association, the 
equivalent of the women’s insti- 
tutes in other parts of Canada, 
has published and distributed 
15,000 free copies af a booklet of 
Newfoundland fish recipes in an 
effort to help homemakérs with 
their cooking problems. 

Among homemakers the real 
experts are those “Who actually 
feed large families and keep 
prices down,” said Anna Temple- 
ton of St. John’s, Nfid., .organiz- 
ing secretary of the guilds. They 


are the women “who manage to! 


do a-good job in day-to-day house- 
keeping.”
